It 
all cars could be loaded to tall tonnage capacity the car supply would be Increaaed by 
aaariy oaa-Uhlrd. 

For tan yaara praeoding Fedoral control, tba rallroada added to thalr oqnlpmaat 
an average of 118,844 freight cara por yaar, whlfa daring tbo If montba ot^Fadaral 
con trill the Government added a total ot 100,009 ftii(ht eara, at tho rata of oaly 4d,- 

162 per year. 

For ton yaara preceding Fedoral control, the rallroada added to their eanlpmaat 
aa average ot S,68P loeomotivoa por yaar, whUa darlat Vbo 18 moatba ot Fadaral con- 
trol tha Oovomment addetf a total ot 8,000 locomotives, at tbe rate of only 818 p«r 
yaar.
